Nor walk. The beds on the Connecticut 
ihore of Long Island Bound comprise many 
thousand acres of oyster farms in various 
rtages of cultivation by individual owners 
who have purchased the territory from the 
-tut a. The damage to a largs portion of 
the crop was caused by the severe northeast 
rate. The heavy waves have subsided suf- 
tlclently lor the various oyster crnfs to ven- 
ture out and make a hasty examination. 

ritoaraers and sailing vessels were thickly 
Mattered for miles, and dredges were kept 
•onstantly at work taking up oyat-iiu. Beds 
oca ted three to six miles off shore are not 
laruted, the violeut action off the sea not 
reaching to the bottom. The oysters of 
three years' growth have been stirred and

Specimens of the sound bottom taken up 
llsclote the fact that millions of starfish, 
which have proved a great enemy to the 
jyster, have been killed by the grinding 
lotion of the oysters and shells ou the bot- 
tom, while large numbers have been drifted 
)ff the private oyster beds. Whether those 
itarflsh wiU find lodgemeat on oyster beds 
*> the westward remains to be seen. One 
jyster man, who owns morn than 1,000 acres 
>f ground, said that his beds had been dam- 
aged by sand to the extent ot $75,1)00, and 
le believed other growers lost as heavily, 
tie had been benefited by the re- 
noval of starfish perhaps $500 on his 
■wsnty beds. The growers keep steam 
i constantly at work removing 
jysters from one bed to another to evade the 
avagea of starfish. When the oysters are 
Aken up by the dredges all the starfish cap- 
ured are picked out and placed in large 
.uba. The oysters are then taken to another 
lection of land and deposited where there 
ire less of the enemy. At the close of the 
lay's work steam from the boiler is turned 
in the starfish to kill them, and then they 
ire thrown overboard. If Ave bushels of 
the starfish are destroyed by a steamer in a 
lay the oyster farmers consider the time 
well spent More than fifty small steamers 
ire here engaged in taxing up the bivalves 
'or market. The oysters are marketable
